After 
the first te“ the briefing became qiiite informal and BRU2CXKEH 
interrupted C- ^)ccasionaIly to ask for definltibn of terms and 
conclusions which might be drawn as a resvilt of pairings of certain 
wrds. 

During this hour C. J indicated the various channels by which ’ 
intelligence might be ootaineu, e.g. travelers. State Department representa— • 
tlves, couriers, official observers, etc. He then showed how this material * 
was collected and a report compiled. (AH very genera3Lly.} 

V<ithout showing how a source received an evaluation, 
indicated that there was a difference in reports depending on the source.
